Claims 1- 38, 40-44, 46-50 and 52 are allowed over the prior art of record and in light of 
applicants arguments. 

The amendment filed on 03/1 1/08 has been entered in the file. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach as a whole the steps of changing a status of a message for a user 
on a first messaging system; 

entering the status change into a log associated with the user on the first 
messaging system; wherein every user is associated with its own unique log; 

communicating the status change entry from the log associated with the user on 
the first messaging system to a second messaging system, wherein the second 
messaging system is a replica of the first messaging system; 

determining, before the status change is replicated, on the second messaging 
system, if the status change is more recent than any other status changes of the 
message within a log associated with the user on the second messaging system: and 

processing the status change based on the determining.
